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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present Invention is directed to a bridge/gateway device for VLAN and non- 
VLAN network connection. Each independent claims 1 and 1 3 identifies the uniquely 
distinct features: "creating an entry in the shared fonA^ardlng database, the entry indexed 
exclusively by an address of a non-VLAN-aware network element connected to the 
connection-based element connected to the connection-based network". The closest 
prior art, Mackiewich, US 7,170,897, discloses a bridge with routing entries connecting 
VLANs in a connection-based network, which either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render the above features obvious. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

describing a high-availability packet fon/varding apparatus and method, Egbert (US 
6,181,702) describing a network switch for switching data packets across multiple ports, 
Daruwalla (US 6,128,296) describing a method/apparatus for packet switching using 
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distributed address tables, Jain (US 6,765,914) describing subnet configuration for a 
switch, and Lin (US 2002/0089983) describing a switching database cache 
management system.
